Military  History  Trail 

Walk  where  Revolutionary  heroes  have  walked. 
Imagine  yourself  there  as  re-enactors  re-create  history 
on  landmark  battlefields.  Connecting  sites  of  military 
significance,  this  trail  maps  a comprehensive  tour  of 
forts,  battlefields  and  training  grounds. 

Historic  Homes  Trail 

From  modest  stone  homes  to  sprawling  estates,  this 
trail  opens  the  door  to  Pennsylvania’s  past.  Original 
furnishings,  gardens,  outbuildings  and  architectural 
intricacies  tell  the  stories  of  these  enduring  home- 
steads and  the  pioneers  who  built  and  inhabited  them. 

Industrial  Heritage  Trail 

The  labor  of  iron,  coal,  oil  and  lumber  workers  built 
businesses  and  towns  that  left  legacies  on  this  trail 
and  beyond.  You’ll  see  examples  of  the  industries  at 
work  and  meet  the  people  who  lent  innovation  and 
determination  to  these  early  enterprises. 

Rural  and  Farm  History  Trail 

Rooted  in  Pennsylvania’s  rural  beginnings,  this  trail 
retreats  to  pastoral  landscapes  from  Colonial  to  recent 
history.  Escaping  into  the  sylvan  settings  is  as  simple 
as  joining  a tour.  To  truly  live  the  history,  you’ll  want  to 
take  part  in  special  events  throughout  the  year  that  res- 
urrect the  craft  and  culinary  heritage  of  centuries  past.

Twenty  years  before  battling 
the  British,  colonists  faced 
off  against  French  forces  and 
Native  Americans.  Pennsyl- 
vania’s General  Assembly 
and  its  French  equivalent 
responded  by  commissioning 
several  forts  along  the 
western  frontier. 


At  Brandywine  Battlefield 
Park  in  southeastern  Pennsyl- 
vania, visit  the  quarters  used 
by  Washington  and  Lafayette 
during  the  biggest  single-day 
battle  of  the  American  Revolu- 
tion. The  rolling  landscape  here, 
near  Chadds  Ford,  is  as  capti- 
vating as  its  history. 


Erie  Maritime  Museum,  Niagara 


Fort  Pitt  Museum  marks  land 
once  fortified  by  the  British 
and  French  to  defend  Colo- 
nial claims.  You’ll  leave  un- 
derstanding how  the  French 
and  Indian  War  ignited- 
and  influenced  the  founding 
of  Pittsburgh. 


En  route  to  or  from  Fort  Pitt, 
stop  at  Bushy  Run  Battle- 
field just  as  400  British  sol- 
diers did  in  1763.  Troops  in 
historical  dress  annually  re- 
enact the  confrontation 
with  Native  Americans  that 
opened  Western  Pennsylvania 
to  settlement.

Visit  Washington  Crossing 
Historic  Park  and  imagine  the 
icy  night  in  1776,  when  the  Gen- 
eral crossed  the  Delaware  River 
with  his  army,  boosting  the 
colonists’  confidence  in  their 
struggle  for  independence. 

Moving  into  the  19th  century, 
the  Erie  Maritime  Museum 

serves  as  homeport  to  the 
U.S.  Brig  Niagara,  the  recon- 
structed warship  that  won 
the  Battle  of  Lake  Erie  in  the 
War  of  1812.  Climb  aboard 
when  the  ship  is  in  port  or 
explore  interactive  exhibits  in 
the  museum.

Gallery  at  the  Pennsyluania  Military  Museum 


Follow  in  the  footsteps  of 
George  Washington  at  Brandywine 
Battlefield.  Two  Quaker  farm- 
houses, occupied  by  Washington 
and  Lafayette,  are  located  on  the  grounds  and  stand  much  as  they  did  in 
1777.  Programs  include  Washington’s  Birthday,  Revolutionary  Times  at 
Brandywine  and  Candlelight  Christmas.  Visitor  services  include  exhibits, 
orientation  film,  guided  tours  of  the  park  and  houses  and  a museum 
store.  The  battlefield  is  located  on  the  rolling  countryside  of  Brandywine 
Valley.  The  Brandywine  River  Museum  is  located  nearby.  Volunteer  sup- 
port provided  by  the  Brandywine  Battlefield  Park  Associates.

Discover  Pennsylvania’s  only 
recognized  Native  American 
battlefield.  The  battlefield  marks 
the  1763  British  victory  of  Colonel  Bouquet  over  a force  of  Native  Ameri- 
can warriors,  a victory  that  opened  the  western  frontier  for  European 
settlement.  Programs  include  the  anniversary  of  the  Battle  of  Bushy  Run, 
re-enactments,  encampments  and  crafts  demonstrations.  Visitor  ser- 
vices include  an  orientation  film,  museum  store,  visitors’  center,  exhibits 
and  preserved  battlefield.

Welcome  aboard  the  Common- 
wealth’s official  flagship.  Niagara 
carried  Oliver  Hazard  Perry  to  victory  in  the  Battle  of  Lake  Erie,  near  Put- 
in-Bay,  Ohio,  September  10, 1813.  With  her  cannon  proudly  displayed, 
this  faithful  reconstruction  of  Perry's  relief  flagship  recalls  Perry’s  battle 
flag,  “Don’t  Give  up  the  Ship!”  and  victory  message,  “We  have  met  the 
enemy  and  they  are  ours!”  The  bayfront  museum  features  hands-on 
exhibits,  a one-of-a-kind  live-fire  exhibit,  a dockside  amphitheater  and 
spectacular  views  of  Presque  Isle  Bay.  Programs  include  living  history 
scheduled  throughout  the  summer,  lectures  and  special  events.  Visi- 
tor services  include  an  orientation  film,  museum  store  and  snack  bar. 
Adjacent  to  the  Blasco  Memorial  Library.  During  the  summer  season, 
A/iagara  visits  many  Great  Lakes  and  East  Coast  ports-of-call,  so  please 
call  ahead  for  the  ship’s  schedule.

A re-created  18th-century  bastion. 
This  pivotal  site,  the  Gateway 
to  the  West,  recalls  the  conflict 
between  England  and  France  for  the  control  of  North  America.  The  mu- 
seum depicts  the  history  of  the  French  Fort  Duquesne,  English  Fort  Pitt 
and  early  Pittsburgh  through  dioramas,  exhibits  and  period  objects.  Pro- 
grams include  a Colonial  Fair  and  events  held  in  Point  State  Park.  Visitor 
services  include  tours,  an  orientation  film  and  museum  store.  Volunteer

The  museum  honors  Pennsyl- 
vania’s citizen  soldiers.  Exhibits 
include  uniforms,  equipment, 
weapons  and  memorabilia.  The 
surrounding  67-acre  park  includes  the  28th  Infantry  Division  Shrine,  mil- 
itary vehicles  and  artillery.  Programs  include  the  28th  Infantry  Division 
Memorial  Service  (Memorial  Day  Weekend),  Civil  War  encampments, 
lectures  and  special  events.  Visitor  services  include  an  orientation  film, 
exhibits,  walking  trails  and  museum  store.  Located  in  historic  Boalsburg, 
just  east  of  State  College.  Volunteer  support  provided  by  the  Friends  of

Christmas  Night,  1776.  The 
500-acre  park  includes  13  historic 
buildings,  the  village  of  Taylorsville  and  the  McConkey's  Ferry  Inn. 
Programs  include  Washington’s  Birthday,  Independence  Day  and 
Washington  Crossing  Re-enactment  on  Christmas  Day.  The  adjacent 
Bowman’s  Flill  Tower  provides  spectacular  views  of  the  Delaware  Valley.

Pennsbury  Manor  House 


Consider  this  trail  an  open 
house  on  Pennsylvania  heri- 
tage. Start  at  Graeme  Park, 
where  it’s  hard  not  to  feel 
at  home.  Picnic  next  to  the 
pond,  where  wetlands  shel- 
ter hawks  and  deer  like  those 
Sir  William  Keith,  Pennsyl- 
vania’s Provincial  Governor, 
might  have  seen  when  he 
built  his  home  on  this  land 
around  1722. 

A pastoral  setting  also  mag- 
nifies the  charm  of  the 
Conrad  Weiser  Homestead. 
Look  for  the  springhouse  and 
a statue  of  Iroquois  Chief 
Shikellamy,  Weiser’s  partner 
in  Native  American-Colonial 
treaty  negotiations  between 
1731  and  1758. 


Many  homes  on  this  trail 
emerged  from  a desire  to  re- 
treat from  “city”  life.  Penn- 
sylvania’s founder,  William 
Penn,  commissioned  Penns- 
bury Manor  in  1683  based  on 
his  belief  that  country  living 
was  more  wholesome  than 
city  living.  This  reconstructed 
country  estate  on  the  banks  of 
the  Delaware  River  comes  alive 
with  costumed  interpreters  and 
farm  animals. 

Though  his  family  left  the 
home  when  he  was  16,  the 
Daniel  Boone  Homestead 
preserves  a glimpse  into  18th- 
century  life.  Enjoy  a house  tour, 
then  follow  the  gravel  path 
around  the  grounds  to  view 
other  period  buildings.

An  outstanding  example  of 
Georgian  architecture,  Hope 
Lodge  compares  and  contrasts 
the  lifestyles  of  the  Colonial 
and  Colonial  Revival  periods 
and  the  home’s  first  and  final 
private  owners. 

The  Joseph  Priestley  House  was 

built  as  a Georgian  manor,  but 
it  may  also  be  the  first  research 
lab  in  the  country.  Priestley,  a 
scientist  and  theologian,  first 
described  carbon  monoxide 
within  its  walls.

Discover  Pennsylvania’s 
peacemaker.  A Colonial 
diplomat,  Weiser  is  credited  with 
maintaining  peace  with  the  powerful  Iroquois  Confederacy.  His  1729 
homestead,  spring  house  and  family  gravesite  are  well  preserved  within 
an  early  20th-century  landscaped  park.  Programs  include  living  history, 
candlelight  tours,  re-enactments,  military  encampments  and  lectures. 
Visitor  services  include  guided  house  tours,  an  orientation  exhibit  and 
film  and  museum  store.  Volunteer  support  provided  by  the  Friends  of 
Conrad  Weiser  Homestead.

The  home  of  a provincial  governor 
is  a rare  blend  of  rustic  charm 
and  genteel  refinement.  Built  by 
Governor  Keith  in  1722  and  sold  to  Dr.  Thomas  Graeme  in  1739.  The 
house  reflects  a Scottish  heritage  and  interprets  how  servants,  friends 
and  family  members  lived  in  the  170OS.  Programs  include  the  Native 
American  Cultural  Festival,  the  Celtic  Heritage  Festival,  Living  History 
Days  and  Candlelight  Tours.  Visitor  services  include  guided  house 
tours  and  museum  store.  Volunteer  support  provided  by  the  Friends  of 
Graeme  Park.

The  American  home  and 
laboratory  of  the  discoverer  of 
oxygen.  Step  into  the  late  18th- 
century  and  learn  about  this  famous  theologian,  educator  and  scientist. 
His  handsome  Georgian-style  house  is  the  primary  exhibit.  Scientific 
equipment,  books  and  furniture  are  also  displayed.  Programs  include 
Twelfth  Day  at  Priestley  House,  A Woman’s  Place,  Summer  History  Camp 
and  Heritage  Day.  Visitor  services  include  a guided  tour,  an  onentation 
film  and  exhibit  and  museum  store.

The  country  estate  of 
Pennsylvania’s  founder,  William 
Penn.  Penn’s  reconstructed  home  is  beautifully  situated  on  the  Delaware 
River.  Visitors  can  experience  17th-century  life  through  the  furnished 
manor  house,  bake  and  brew  house,  outbuildings  and  formal  and 
kitchen  gardens.  The  site  comes  alive  with  costumed  interpreters  and 
penod  farm  animals.  Programs  include  Colonial  Crossroads  Festival, 
Holly  Nights  and  Sundays  at  Pennsbury.  Visitor  services  include  tours, 
exhibits,  an  orientation  film  and  museum  store.  Volunteer  support 
provided  by  The  Pennsbury  Society.

Drake  Well  Museum 


Old  enough  to  have  produced 
cannonballs  during  the  Revo- 
lutionary War,  Cornwall  Iron 
Furnace  remains  the  last  intact 
structure  of  its  kind  in  the  U.S. 
Take  a guided  tour  to  see  iron- 
making  equipment  and  build- 
ings. Take  a short  drive  to  see 
the  old  mines,  the  Ironmaster’s 
estate  and  workers'  villages. 

Eckley  Miners’  Village  is  an  an- 
thracite-mining company  town 
with  churches,  schools  and  a 
company  store.  Amble  past  the 
homes,  many  of  which  have 
changed  very  little  since  their 
construction  in  the  1850s. 

Pennsylvania’s  oil  resources 
did  more  than  help  to  sustain 
its  citizens  - they  gave  birth  to 
the  modern  petroleum  industry. 
Drake  Well  Museum  offers 
an  explanation,  along  with 
access  to  Oil  Creek  State  Park. 
Biking  and  hiking  trails  start 
at  the  museum;  fishing  and 
canoeing  on  Oil  Creek  invite  a 
side  trip  or  return  visit. 


The  Pennsylvania  Lumber 
Museum  recalls  an  era  when 
Pennsylvania  ranked  as  the 
nation's  top  lumber  producer. 
See  a steam-powered  sawmill, 
tour  the  rugged  camp  or  peek 
inside  the  Engine  House  to  see 
a 1912  Shay  logging  locomotive.

The  Railroad  Museum  of  Penn- 
sylvania displays  the  massive 
railroad  equipment  that  kept 
Pennsylvania's  industries  on 
the  go.

The  furnaces  ranked  as  the 
second-largest  iron  producer  in  the  U.S.  by  the  1880s.  Exhibits  include 
on-site  interpretive  signage.

At  Ephrata  Cloister  the  tran- 
quil surroundings  fostered  the 
communal  life  of  the  German 
pietists,  both  celibate  and  mar- 
ried, who  lived  and  worked 
in  buildings  reminiscent  of 
medieval  Europe.  Their  music, 
printing  and  creative  expres- 
sion were  known  throughout 
the  colonies.
